Members ..f the 
(ong.egation who had tlarted •. leave 
isr were .landing In group, i-onvertinff 
with cit. h ..ther were thrown Into a 
wild pnnii- while at least twenty of 
them r. ei lied injuries mure or leva 
severe. 

Amid the tumult of .creaming wom- 
en and crying children, the groana of 

the inji I. there waa a ttarapotlt of 

frightened horwt under the .hod ont- 
»ide. A number of them broke 
their tether. and ran ueiny. 
wrecking the carriage* to which 
they were attached and .lathing 
down section, of fencing Pastor 
Ikiw man. and scores of willing hand, 
were s.«.n at work among the stricken 
one*. A number of them were uncon- 
ll k tpii and It waa thought at firat that 
they had been killed outright They 
were laid npon the pew cuthiont. The 
paraonage, which adjoin, the church, 
wnt converted into a htatpitaL Or. 
Snyder, of tluakcrtown, and Dr liroce, 
of Clinton, quickly reaponded to .-alia 
upon them and attended the sufferer* 
All the clothing waa torn from Sexton 
Hannon. while hia ahoea looked aa 
Ihongh they had been run through a 
corn sheller. tiring literally ctit to 
piece* He I. suffering from the shock 
and can hardly recover.

Chicago could be traced it would lie 
found that packer* buy the moat infe- 
rior quality, auch aa.it la not the right 
to have sold in Germany. 

"Personally," continued Secretary 
Morton, "with a veterinary inspector, 
I have several times petted through 
the larger beef canning establishment* 
i in Chicago My visit* to thoae catab- 
llahaieuta were always unheralded and 
therefore there wna no special prepara- 
tion made for a general viewing of 
their premise* and their methods of 
tlaughtering, cooking and canning 
beef. From thoae official Investiga- 
tions. I am justified In denying aa 
wholly untrue all tbat the German 
paper, as above quoted, ho* said In re- 
gard to American canned m. at- 

"The ..the, statement to the effect 
that American |iork, hams and sau 
sage taken mi i Germany must hence- 
forth be stopped and microscopically 
examined, la n. .thing new It la right 
in line with all of the recent effort* of 
the German gorernmect to placate the 
agrarian clement It illustrates the 
effect upon the United Mates of a pro- 
tective tariff, when Americana are tha 
'foreigner*"
